Michigan dealt a tremendous blow 
to unions Tuesday, approving a right- 
to-work measure in the heart of orga- 
nized labor’s industrial stronghold. 

The new law not only signals a 
change in America’s so-called Rust 
Belt but is also the latest sign that the 
power of organized labor is shrinking 
in the US. 

American unions already have a 
fraction of the influence they did a 
few decades ago. Only about 12 per- 
cent of workers are union members, 
down from 20 percent in 1983, ac- 
cording to federal data. 

In the private sector, the plunge has 
been even steeper: Union member- 
ship has dropped from 17 percent in 
1983 to 7 percent today. 

That’s partly because certain 
unionized industries have become a 


smaller part of the overall work force, 
particularly in manufacturing. It’s also 
a result of government action. 

Michigan has become the 24th 
state to adopt a right-to-work law, 
which removes the requirement for 
people to pay union dues to work at 
unionized agencies, effectively de- 
creasing union funding and making 
it less likely that workers choose to 
organize. 

Union supporters in Michigan 
didn’t go down without a fight. They 
staged a rally outside the state capitol 
in Lansing as lawmakers voted. 

For much of American history, 
unions have been credited with help- 
ing millions achieve the American 
dream and criticized for “heavy- 
handed” operations. They also were 
reviled for corruption in the days of 
Jimmy Hoffa. 


But unions have long remained 
a force to be reckoned with. Today, 
Michigan becomes the latest state in 
the Rust Belt, the heart of America’s 
manufacturing industry, to chip away 
at their power. 

Earlier this year, Wisconsin had 
its own showdown over the power of 
unions when Gov. Scott Walker—who 
opposes unions—overcame an at- 
tempt to recall him from office. The 
failed recall vote was fueled by anger 
over laws he pushed that stripped col- 
lective bargaining rights from most 
public unions. Indiana also passed a 
right-to-work law this year. 

While there have been moments of 
good news for organized labor, includ- 
ing pay bumps for GM autoworkers, 
industry analysts agree that organized 
labor no longer holds the sway it once 
did among America’s workers.

Shooter in Oregon acted alone 


CLACKAMAS, Ore. A masked gunman 

who opened fire in the food court of a 
crowded Oregon shopping mall, killing two 
people and wounding a third before taking 
his own life, appears to have acted alone in a 
blind rampage with no known motive, police 
said Wednesday. 

Investigators identified the man behind 
Tuesday afternoon’s shooting as Jacob Tyler 
Roberts, 22, who they said had no significant 
criminal history and apparently acted with- 
out warning. 

The weapon he used was described as an 
AR-15 semiautomatic rifle, which the Clacka- 
mas County Sheriff’s Office said was stolen 
the day before the shooting from an unidenti- 
fied acquaintance of the killer. 


Roberts also was 
believed to be carry- 
ing several fully loaded 
ammunition maga- 
zines when he walked 
into the Clackamas 
Town Center in the 
Portland suburb of 
Happy Valley and 
moved swiftly to a food court at the center of 
the mall to start shooting, authorities said. He 
was wearing a hockey-style mask at the time. 

Two people were killed on the spot: Steven 
Mathew Forsyth, 45, of suburban West Linn, 
a father of two who owned a business in the 
mall, and Cindy Ann Yuille, 54, of Portland, 
according to Sheriff Craig Roberts. 


Roberts 


Kristina Shevchenko, 15, was badly wound- 
ed but managed to stagger away from the 
food court to the lower level of the mall, 
where she was found. She was hospitalized in 
serious condition Wednesday. 

Carnage from the shooting likely was limit- 
ed by the fact that the gun jammed, although 
the suspect managed to get the weapon work- 
ing again before he moved downstairs and 
shot himself, the sheriff told a news confer- 
ence. 

Sheriff Roberts also said the casualty 
count was curtailed by the fact that the es- 
timated 10,000 shoppers in the mall “kept a 
level head” for the most part in swiftly leav- 
ing the building, helping each other in the 
process.

Stocks wobbly 


after ‘cliff talk 


NEW YORK Stocks ended nearly flat Wednes- 
day, giving up most of the day’s gains after Fed 
Chairman Ben Bernanke reiterated that mon- 
etary policy won't be enough to offset damage 
from the “fiscal cliff.” 

His comments followed the Federal 
Reserve’s announcement of a new stimulus 
plan, which briefly pushed the S&P 500 to a 
seven-week high. 

The plan, the latest attempt to boost the 
country’s struggling economy, will replace 
a more modest program set to expire with a 
fresh round of Treasury purchases that will 
increase its balance sheet. The program is 
known as “quantitative easing” or QE. 


In comments after the announcement, 
Bernanke said he hopes markets won't have to 
tank to get a fiscal cliff deal. 

“Initially the addition of QE was certainly 
favorable. I think, though, in the press confer- 
ence, what came out is that there still seems 
to be a level of uncertainty with regard to the 
exit strategy [and] the efficacy of the current 
policy,” said Bucky Hellwig, senior vice presi- 
dent at BB&T Wealth Management in Bir- 
mingham, Ala. 

Bernanke “reiterated the fact that mone- 
tary policy has its hands tied as far as address- 
ing the seriousness of going over the fiscal 
cliff,” Hellwig added.

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Felice Herrig wants to make you feel uncomfortable

FOR REDEYE 

Next time you're at the spa receiving a sooth- 
ing massage or facial, make sure you’re nice to 
your esthetician. There’s a chance that person 
can kick your butt. 

That’s because  esthetician-turned-mixed 
martial arts fighter Felice Herrig says the two 
jobs are more similar than you might think. 

“You have to be aware of the body and the 
senses,” the 28-year-old Crystal Lake resident 
said. “When I would give facials and massages, I 
would be in tune with the other person’s body.” 

Of course, what she’s trying to do with that 
knowledge is a lot different in her current job. 
She will face off against Patricia Vidonic on Fri- 
day night at The Venue at Horseshoe Casino in 
Hammond, Ind., as part of Bellator 84. It will 
be broadcast live at 7 p.m. on MTV2. 

“T think that’s why I was good at what I did 
as an esthetician, because I knew what people 
liked. I could sense that they didn’t like this; 
this is making them uncomfortable,” she said. 
“Now with the fighting it’s like, “This is making 
you uncomfortable; how can I make you more 
uncomfortable?’ ” 

Herrig, a Buffalo Grove native, has been a 
full-time fighter for two years, after years of 
working as both an esthetician and a waitress 
to support her passion. 

“Tt was hard to get off work [as an estheti- 
cian} and everything because people would 
book appointments with me, so I just wait- 
ressed the last couple years so I could have my 
own hours and travel as I needed,” she said. 


Herrig defeated Vidonic by unanimous deci- 
sion in their only meeting, back in April. Herrig 
also brings a lifetime record of 7-4 into Friday’s 
bout, including aTKO and a pair of victories by 
submission. When stepping into the ring, she 
says, her goal is to get out of her own head. 

“I don’t really think about it,” she said. “It’s 
just what I do. I just go in there and do my 
thing. I kind of have tunnel vision.” 

Herrig attributes the recent spike in 
MMA’s popularity among women to 
an increase in the number of televised 
fights and the number of gyms where 
MMA training is now available. 

“It takes awhile to get the ball roll- 
ing, and once it does, it just takes off 
everywhere,” she said. “More shows are 
popping up everywhere. Now [that] 
there’s more gyms popping up and 
whatnot, it’s easier for women as 
well. Now it’s our turn.” 

And while the number of as- 
piring female fighters is growing, 

Herrig cautions that the road to 
full-time glory in the ring is neither 
easy nor glamorous. 

“I think that your heart has to re- 
ally be in it and you have to be OK 
with getting hit and putting in the 
work,” she said. “People want the 
glitz and the glamour of it. Everyone 
wants to be a rock star, but nobody 
wants to pay their dues. You have to be 
willing to make a lot of sacrifices to get there.”

many other actors. As a veteran, did 
they come to you for advice? 

It sort of manifested itself more 

in a way where {as a vet} you 
understand the scale and scope of 
what’s required stamina-wise. It’s a 
different rhythm than most movies. 
For a lot of the actors, you’re 12,000 
miles away from home. It becomes 
a way of life—getting up at five in 
the morning, shooting every day, 
day in day out, for 270 days. The 
new cast playing the dwarves were 
carrying incredibly heavy weights in 
their suits; they sat through hours 


of makeup every day. So it’s quite 
challenging from a stamina point of 
view. 


Playing Gollum was not your only 
job. You were also doing second-unit 
directing. What did that entail?

I 
worked 200 days with a huge team 
shooting battle sequences, aerials. It 
was an amazing experience and one 
which I was very, very thankful to 
Peter for asking me to do.

At least that’s 
how it feels sitting through part one of “The 
Hobbit: An Unexpected Journey,” a nearly 
three-hour slog. What was once—especially 
in the first “Rings” installment, “The 
Fellowship of the Ring”—a world to get lost 
in now provides only reasons to space out.

The first movie in the Hobbit trilogy—“The Hobbit: An 
Unexpected Journey”—hits theaters Friday, and Jackson says 
he’s tried to hold true to its roots as a children’s fantasy story, 
with scary bits. 

“Tf they’re scared of the trolls, great; if they’re scared of the 
goblins, great; they know there are no goblins, they know there 
are no trolls, it’s a safe kind of danger,” he says. 

The film follows the journey of hobbit Bilbo Baggins, whos 
is reluctantly pushed into traveling with 13 dwarves to steal 
treasure from a dragon and regain their homeland.

part obsession. The pork around the cheeks and jowls is 
traditionally cured to make guanciale, but cooking it as ba- 
con was new to me. What struck me was how the streaky 
fat collapsed between the teeth without a fight, practically 
dissolving the pork fat on the palate like ice cream on a 
warm bowl. Bannos tells me his jowl bacon requires four days: two days of curing, a one-day 
soak in white wine and a final day being confited in Berkshire back fat before being grilled on 
the plancha. When I returned a week later and ordered his JLT sandwich ($12), the jowl bacon 
was put to even greater use: served open-faced with frisee, tomatoes and a fried duck egg served 
sunny side up. This is strictly a fork-and-knife sandwich, and when the sunflower-colored yolk 
lacquers the bacon and soaks into the crunchy toast crevices, it makes you wonder why other 
BLT producers would bother to keep trying.

SAG noms: A president, 
a villain and a hero pilot

Hollywood’s actors cast their net wide 
Wednesday, nominating performers from 
big awards contenders “Lincoln” and mu- 
sical “Les Miserables” for Screen Actors 
Guild honors while also singling out the 
likes of Denzel Washington and Javier 
Bardem. 

“Lincoln,” “Les Miserables” and comedy 
“Silver Linings Playbook” led the nomina- 
tions for the SAG awards with four apiece, 
including the top prize of best movie en- 
semble cast. 

Joining them with two nominations each 
were the cast of Iranian hostage drama 
“Argo” and, in a surprise choice, British 
comedy “The Best Exotic Marigold Hotel.” 

The awards from the Screen Actors Guild 
are among the most-watched honors dur- 
ing Hollywood film awards season leading 
up to the Academy Awards because actors 
make up the largest voting group when the 


Oscars come around in February. 

SAG voters focus on perfor- 
mances rather than directing 
and writing, meaning action and 
effects-heavy films such as “The 
Hobbit” are usually sidelined. 

Consequently, SAG largely 
shunned the expected Oscar 
contender “Zero Dark Thir- 
ty,” about the U.S. hunt for 
Osama bin Laden, giving 
it just one nomination for 
Jessica Chastain’s perfor- 
mance as a CJA agent. 

But the latest James
